Admiral William H. Standley, 


chief of operations and acting sec- 
retary during Swanson's illness, 
joined In to say that If the Japa- 
nese did not agree to 14-inch guns 
by April 1, 1937, "the sky is the 
limit" for the warships' heavy ar- 
mament..

cellor Adolf Hitler today 
proclaimed a four year pro- 
gram, 
embracing 
aggres- 


sive colonial demands, aim- 
ed at the goal of making 
Germany economically in- 
dependent 
of the rest of 
the 
world. 


The proclamation, sounded sud- 


denly before 200,000 Nazis assem- 
bled in fourth annual convention, 
disclosed Der Fuehrer has signed 
decrees reorganizing the national 
economy and hiking the planned 
production of all industrial and ag- 
ricultural products. 


Their realization, he declared. 


"is only a question of our energy 
and determination." 


"Our 
colonial 
demands," 
tne 


proclamation went on, "are part 
and parcel of this program. 


"We must build up our raw ma-

The "arising; by bootstraps" de- 


crees also contained schemes for 
Increasing German exports,

No outside 
nation, 
of 


course, is sending arms to 
Spain. All deny it. France 
has banned shipments to 
either belligerent. Italy de- 
nies any shipments. She s 
standing by to jump in 
herself if she deems it nec- 
essary. Why involve herself 
too soon? Germany denies 
officially that arms, planes 
or 
munitions have been 


shipped to Spain. 
Great 


Britain 
has 
clamped an 


arms embargo down, and 
says it's too tight to let 
anything through. Austria 
says she wouldn't think of 
bothering to sell to Spain — 
she's waiting to sell to clos- 
er neighbors 
any minute 


now. 


But arms are getting in 


somehow. There 
are 
re- 


ports of British - manufac- 
tured gas bombs used by 
the rebels. Italian airplanes, 
Austrian bullets, and ' vari- 
ous munitions from various 
countries used by one side 
or the other. What about 
It? 


It is just possible that the 


governments are telling the 
truth — maybe 
nothing 
is 


getting through at present. 


But in time just before 


the outbreak of war, there 
were no embargoes. Muni- 
tions were doubtless piled 
up by both factions. And 
people who remember their 
revolutionary 
history 
or 


fiction — or even that of the 
late war — know how easy 
it is to evade these embar- 
goes, 
Parts 
harmless 
in 


themselves, such as tractor 
belts or pistons or 
valves 


can be shipped in one bot- 
tom to a South American 
port and trans-shipped to 
Europe. It is only when 
these parts are assembled 
into tanks or airplanes or 
whatever that they become 
armament, offensive or de- 
fensive: 


So long as the economic 


causes of war remain, and 
economic 
temptations 
for 


outsiders, the making and 
transporting of armament 
will go on. Only with the 
removal of hunger, tyranny 
and the fear of their recur- 
rence can peace move in to 
•tty.

ROMAN SILENCE.

He has made 
Italian 
cities,

Rome, with all its street 
traffic, more silent than it 
has been for centuries.

MILO TO RESIST 
NEW PI-1M DISEASE 


BEENDEVELOPED 


A. & M. EXPERIMENT STA- 


TION BULLETIN GIVES IM- 
PORTANT INFORMATION 


COLLEGE STATION, Sept. 8.— 


(ff)—strains 
of mllo that 
have 


proved resistant to the new plant 
disease known as milo rot, or 
milo blight, have been developed, 
says a bulletin from the agricul- 
tural experiment station at Texas 
A. and M. college here. The strain 
showed complete 
resistance 
in 


soils known to be infected with 
the disease and where the ordi- 
nary non-resistant 
strains 
suc- 


cumbed almost 100 per cent, the 
bulletin says. 
Experiments were conducted by 
R. E. Karper, vice-director of the 
Texas experiment station, and J. 
R. Ouinby, superintendent of the 
Chillfcothe station. Karper, who 
has studied grain sorghums for 
many years, says It was recog- 
nized the most effective approach 
to solution of the problem lay in 
the 
development 
of 
resistant 


strains. Last year, he and Quinby 
selected surviving plants from the 
farm of J. C. Miller at 
Miles 


where the disease destroyed more 
than 40 per cent of the 
mllo 


crop. 
The selections were tested In 


disea^ed soil at the 
experiment 
tsatlon greenhouse here, the selec- 
tions being checked against well- 
known susceptible strains avail- 
able" for planting. The selections 
showing resistance were planted 
back on the Miller farm 
this 
year and, although weather con- 
ditions did not favor development 
for 
the disease, some 
infection 


was obtained in the 
susceptible 


mllo and in a few of the selec- 
tions. 
Most of the 
latter, 
however, 


showed 
immunity, thereby 
veri- 


fying results found in the green- 
house, the bulletin says. 


The resistant strains were plant- 


ed on experiment 
stations 
at 


Chilllcothe, Lubbock, and 
Spur, 


with a view of further selections 
for 
high 
yield, uniformity, and 


other 
desirable 
characteristics. 


The best 
strains 
developed 
In 


these trials will be tested at the 
greenhouse 
this winter, and strains 


showing 
resistance 
and 
other 


good qualities will be preserved, 
and Increased planting of Inbred 
sood made. 


"It 
Is believed," the 
bulletin 
says, "that within a few years 
sufficient seed of a new dlsease- 
resistarit strain will be available 
for planting the entire milo acre- 
age of Texas." 
"This, 
undoubtedly, 
Is 
the 


promptest arrest the experiment 
station has made of a sinister 
threat to an important crop," tho 
bulletin says. 
The worst 
outbreak, of 
mllo 


rot, or milo blight, occurred 
In 


eight or 10 southwest counties, 
principally Runnels, Tom Green, 
Taylor, Coleman, McCulloch, Con- 
cho, Coke, and Nolan, where ap- 
proximately 
3,500,000 bushels of 
grain sorghum, about 80 per cent 
of which is mlW is grown year- 
ly, the bulletin ^.ya. 
The milo rot Is caused by a aoll 


borne organism, probably a water 
mold known as pythium. There 
evidently Is a definite 
tempera- 
ture and moisture 
relationship 


with widespread infection as the 
disease usually 
develops 
when 
there la an ample 
supply 
of 


moisture, and the Infection Is at 
Its height in May, the 
bulletin 


explains. 
Extremely 
early, 
or 


very late, planting are more like- 
ly to escape infection.

the tenant farmer ordinarily are 
so low he is prevented from ac- 
cumulating the reserves to escape 
from that condition. 


At a conference of 
southern 


agricultural research 
leaders at 


New Orleans new material, 
in- 


cluding a study of 700 share- 
croppers in Alabama, was made 
available. 
This showed only one 


out of ten became owners; one 
out of four ever rose to third- 
and-fourth 
renter 
in 
which he 


owned teams and .equipment; and 
75 per cent of them remained 
share-croppers 
throughout 
their 


lives. 


The study showed that in three 
years out of four these families 
lost money or broke even. That 
Is, during 
three years out of 


four they made enough only to 
liquidate what they owed their 
landlords, or they increased their 
debt 
to 
him. 
Another 
study 


showed that out of 3,000 share- 
croppers, 40 per 
cent were in 


debt to their present landlords, 
with a debt of more than one 
year's standing. The average in- 
debtedness was more than $80 to 
the present landlord. It was con- 
cluded from the result of this 
study that one-third of the share- 
' croppers in Alabama 
were in- 


debted to this extent, and the 
average share-cropper under the 
present system can 
expect 
no 


more than a bare living, and will 
remain permanently dependent up- 
on the landlord for credit.

families in Texas, totalling more 
than 
350,000 
Individuals, 
who 


have not teams or tools, and who 
are also entirely dependent upon 
their landlords for food and sup- 
plies while making a crop.

—(Spl.)—Seventy per cent of all 
crop land In Texas Is accounted 
for In the 243,000 work sheets cov- 
ering about 355,000 of the 501,000 
Texas farms and ranches, accord- 
ing to H. H. Williamson, director 
of the Extension Service, in a 
summary of the Soil Conservation 
work of the Extension Service, 
presented at a meeting of the 
staff September 4. These figures 
represent approximately 25,000,000 
acres of the 35,000,000 acres of crop 
land in the State. 
These work 
sheets 
Include _ 


statement of previous land use on 
the farms and ranches covered by 
them as well as plans for shifting 
land out of soil-erosion crops into 
soil-conserving 
crops 
and 
prac- 


tices. Tabulation of the work sheet 
figures indicates that at least 3,- 
800,000 acres on Texas farms and 
ranches are now being devoted 
to soil rebuilding. • 


This is the first time in the 


history of Texas, Williamson stat- 
ed, that farmers and ranchmen 
have made such a full 
analysis 


of the land use practices prevail- 
ing in the State. As a result many 
farmers and ranchmen are shifting 
to plans which definitely Include 
soil 
building. 
The 
conservation 


program offers a chance to make 
the needed changes with aid from 
the government in recognition tha 
soil loss is a national problam. 


According to estimates made by 


workers in the agricultural pro 
gram there are indications that 
terracing, contouring, strip crop 
ping, and other such practices to 
pevent soil losses will be appliec 
to about 3,000,000 acres of Texas 
crop land in 1936.
